tary of the Indiana Tubereulosi- As­ 
sociation.

fight,” said Mr. Auerbach, “arc a r ­ 
ranging to close the 1922 Seal Sale 
with a bang on Saturday. They 
are 
planning to make it “Seal Day”, and 
intensify their efforts so that every 
possible support of Hie tuberculosi.- 
movement may have a 
ehanee 
to 
help by purchasing Christmas Seals 
and Health Bonds. The 
observance 
of the day a- ‘Seal Day* promises to 
be so wide spread as to send 
the 
Sale over the top to the goal of 30,- 
000,000 Seals.” 


“We hope to make 1923 the best 
year Indiana has yet had 
in 
the 
campaign against 
tuberculosis, 
as 
the result of this year’s 
Christmas 
Seal sale,” said Dr. George T. Mac- 
Cov, of Columbus, pre-ident of the 
Indiana 
Tuberculosis 
Association, 
today, in a statement thanking the 
people of the state for their sup­ 
port. 


“ It is still to early to estimate the 
number of Christmas Seals sold this 
month in support of the anti-tuber- 
eulosis movement,” Dr. MacCoy said 
“ Although early reports from coun­ 
ty organization and State headquar­ 
ters at Indianapolis

the sale will lie a heavy one. F.ach 
year’s work has been more effective 
than the last, for some time 
past,

The financial aid referred to by 
the Governor includes that for ag­
